Among the cases to come before 
the farm debt adjustment commit- 
tees of the state are those wherein.

"There are now 606 puc 
committments, totaling neàrly $2, 
000,000 on file at Columbia for 
Florida farmers. 

However, the committees will 
| give equal consideration to cases 
| in which no.previous efforts to re- 
finance have been made, and ap- 
| plication for a committee's services 
may be filed by either a debtor or 
a creditor. 

In attempting conciliation of 
farm debts, a committee's proceed- 
ure will be to seek to arrange vol- 
untary settlement. If this fails, 
refinancing will be attempted, pos- 
sibly through a federal lending 
agency. As à last resort, if con- 
ciliation is impossible, a farmer 
may avert foreclosure through the 
Frazier-Lethke amendment to the 
national bankruptey act.
